The ball is made of solid rubber and 
is about the size of a tennis ball and 
the sticks are made of hickory, strung 
with buckskin. 
These sticks are made 
largely by Indians, w ho are c peri 
at tile work.

The game is divided into four quar­ 
ters, like Am erican football, and the 
team having the largest number of 
goals at the expiration of the game 
wins. 
It is a fast ami spectacular game 
and requires oodles of speed ann en­ 
durance to play it skillfully.

Lacrosse is now played in Canada,

Do not be deceived bv the 
advice of the pro. who really knows 
very little about clubs except to make 
the greatest profit possible out of the 
sale of them, but rath er trust their se 
lection to your own judgm ent as you 
are the one who is going to use them, 
and incidentally pay for them.

Any mixture of gasoline and kero­ 
sene which does not measure up to 
this lest must be labeled “ Mixed G-K" 
and sold as a mixture of the two oils.
